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Festivals Make Most of Michigan's Fall Color Season 


FAQs About 
Fall Color 


What is the best time to view 
Michigan's fall color? 

Generally, the annual seasonal 
show peaks in stages, beginning at 
the top of the Upper Peninsula 
(where it gets cooler first) and then 
moving southward. Peak color usu- 


ally is found in the UP between mid 


September and early October; in the 
northern Lower Peninsula between 
late September and mid October; in 
mid Michigan from early to mid 
October; and in the southern LP 
from mid to late October. 

However, since color patterns 
greatly depend on weather and other 
factors, its best to call ahead before 
choosing your destination. 

What causes the leaves to change 
color? 

Weather conditions in early Sep- 
tember largely determine how bril- 
liant each season's color will be. If 
there are bright, sunny days and cool 
nights during that period, a great 
show can be anticipated. 

Daylight length is also a deter- 
minant. Shorter days cause leaves to 
stop producing chlorophyll and lose 
their green color, and to begin the 
process that causes leaves to drop. 

Rain is yet another factor. Trees 
that don't receive enough rain during 
the summer become stressed, and are 
less likely to produce vibrant color in 
the fall. Some autumn rain is desir- 
able, but continuous, warm, cloudy 
weather is not, since that would 
hinder the sugar production that cre- 
ates the brilliant reds and golds found 
in oaks and maples, Michigan's most 
prevalent tree species. 

How many tree species are there, 
and what colors do they turn? 

Michigan is lucky. There are 
nearly 150 different species of trees 
in our 18.6 million acres of forest, 
with a colorful mix of reds, oranges, 
yellows, and golds. Such hardwoods 
as aspen, maple, birch, sumac, and 
oak display some of the most beauti- 
ful colors. When combined with a 
background of evergreen forest, the 
result is one of the best shows in the 


nation. LJ

Taylor To Get New Park, Not Condos 


Taylor City Council’s recent decision 
to purchase eight acres of property from a 
condominium developer has been lauded 
by Mayor Cameron G. Priebe for stopping 
“unnecessary additional development” and 
allowing the City to develop park space. 

The property sale halted the develop- 
ment of Timberline Meadows, located on 
Pardee Road at Superior Parkway. The pur- 
chase stopped phase two of a development 
that would have created 108 units in nine 
“12-plex” buildings. The site, which once 
housed the abandoned Source Club build- 
ing, was approved for development by the 
Planning Commission in March 2004. 
Since then, only 60 of the planned 218 
units have been built. Most are occupied. 

Mayor Priebe has advocated halting the 
building of new apartments and condomini- 
ums in Taylor because the current supply 
of available dwellings vastly outweighs the 
demand. Instead, the City is turning the 


property into “green space.” City workers 


have already started preparing the barren 
and uneven ground to become a park. 
The transaction with Princeton Prop- 
erties LLC was approved-by a 5—1 vote at 
the Council’s July 1 meeting, with Chair- 
man Douglas A. Geiss and Councilmen Jill 
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Brandana, Herman “Butch” Ramik, Rick 
Sollars, and Suzanne L. Weycker supporting 
the motion, and Councilman Jeffrey P. 
Lamarand being the sole dissenter. (Coun- 
cilwoman Jacklyn Molner was excused.) The 
closing on the sale took place in August. 

The purchase price for the eight acres 
was $400,000. In 2004, according to infor- 
mation released by the City, the property 
was appraised at more than $4 million. 

“With the infrastructure in place, this 
is a great price, said City assessor Michael 
Racklyeft. 

The property’s location — close to 
Meijer, Southland Center, and other com- 
mercial development along the Eureka cor- 
ridor — could make it appealing to develop- 
ers in the future. Joseph Nardone, execu- 
tive director of the City’s Office of Develop- 
ment Services, said the City now has the 
option of considering other development 
on the site when the time is right. He said 
the City’s new Master Plan calls for officials 
to “protect the community the way it is.” 

“This is a great opportunity for the 


City to control the property, use it for parks 


and needed activity areas, and potentially 
turn it around for development purposes,” 


Nardone said. O

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Gold Party Benefits Animal Shelter 


It's not often that attending a charity 
fund-raiser actually puts money into your 
pocket, but an upcoming gold-buying party 
will do just that.

City Councilman Bill Wadsworth, 
chief spokesperson for the fund, is hoping 
for a good turnout, since F&B Precious 
Metals co-owner Ray Fox will be donating 
a minimum of 10% of the weekend's pay- 
out amount to the animal shelter. 

“I know these gold-buying parties are 
very popular right now,” said Wadsworth. 


“The fact that this one benefits a good cause 


makes it that much better.” 

F&B’s Fox said customers can feel 
secure doing business with his company. 

“We're not one of those shady, fly-by- 
night establishments that somebody started 
just to take advantage of a new fad,” he 
stated. “We're licensed, bonded, and insured; 
we're careful to work with local officials and 
police in each community; and we even pro- 
vide our own security for the safety of our 
customers and ourselves.” 

In preparation for the Romulus event, 
said Fox, he began by obtaining a business 
license from the City of Romulus. He also 
made arrangements with Romulus Police 
to share copies of his sales receipts (includ- 
ing customers’ fingerprints), and to hold 
his merchandise for a minimum of nine 
days to give police a chance to compare the 
sale items with reports of stolen property. 

“Tf, for example, someone sold us some 
South African Krugerrands, and the police 
had been notified of a recent theft involving 
Krugerrands, then, obviously, that transac- 
tion would be investigated,” he explained. 

In today’s tough economic times, Fox 
said he is proud to provide a service that 
helps people pad their wallets. 

“With essentials like food and gas at 
an all-time high, almost everyone could use 
extra money. This is a great opportunity to 
turn that broken necklace, mate-less earring, 
or out-of-style brooch into cash.”

Based on Fox’s previous reported suc- 
cess in raising money for other charities, 
Councilman Wadsworth is hoping for a sig- 
nificant donation to his “pet” project. 

“If you've ever been to our current ani- 
mal shelter, you know how badly we need a 
new facility,” he said. “Not only is it too 
small, it doesn’t even have restroom facili- 
ties for staff members. 

“To date,” he continued, “donations 
and fund-raisers conducted by local schools 
and businesses have raised in excess of 
$130,000 toward the construction of a new 
shelter. An additional $35,000 to $40,000 
in labor and materials has also been pledged. 


It’s a wonderful start — and I’m deeply grate- 


ful to everyone who has donated time and/ 
or money — but we still have a ways to go.” 

According to Wadsworth, the City has 
received cost estimates of up to $1 million 
to build a new animal shelter, but he be- 
lieves it will take only half that amount to 
build a facility that’s more than adequate. 

“We dont need a Taj Mahal — just a 
clean, safe structure that has plenty of room 
for the housing and care of abandoned ani- 
mals, as well as expanded pet adoption and 
education programs.” 

One big help in controlling costs will 
be Metro Airport's anticipated donation of 
a parcel of land located across from the 
DPW building on Wayne Road. Also, Tony 
Soave of Trident Properties donated $5,000 
for a preliminary schematic design, which 
will be on display at the Senior Center Sep- 
tember 19-21 during the annual Pumpkin 
Festival BINGO! fund-raiser. 

Wadsworth is hopeful that, with the 
help of Mayor Alan R. Lambert, his staff, © 
and the Romulus Tax Increment Finance 
Authority Board, construction of a new fa- 
cility will begin in the near future. 

“Community Development director 
Tim Keyes has been working with the TIFA 
Board to amend their bylaws to allow them 
to help with the financing,” he said. “If that 
comes through, work could begin soon. 

“I would like to express my sincere 
appreciation for the support of Mayor Lam- 
bert, his staff members, my council col- 
leagues, and the TIFA Board,” he added. 
“With their help, one of my dearest dreams 
will soon become a reality.” O

“We expect these new units to be in 
frontline service for six years,” Sierota said. 
The units were leased from the manu- 
facturer for five years, with the first payment 
due one year after delivery. The City re- 
tains the right to purchase the vehicles for 
$1 each after the last payment is made. UO
